PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 5TH May, 1943. 
Dr. E. A. Cockayne, M.A., F.R.C.P., President, in the Chair. 


Present, 32 Fellows and 1 Visitor. 


The minutes of the meeting held on 7th April were confirmed and signed 
by the President. 


The Secretary read the names of the following new candidates for election : 
J. P. Doncaster and P. Siviter Smith. 


The Secretary announced that Dr. G. A. Waterhouse, Allowrie, Stanhope 
Road, Killara, N.S.W., Australia, had been elected a Special Life Fellow. 


The Secretary announced that the following had been elected Fellows of 
the Society: William Boddy, Church Fenton, Tadcaster, Yorks; James 
Busvine, Ph.D., B.Sc., c/o London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, 
Keppel Street, London, W.C.1; and Alexander Reid Hill, B.Sc., Department of 
Zoology, University College, Dundee. 


Captain J. A. Stephens and Dr. J. A. Freeman signed the Obligation Book 
and were admitted Fellows. 


The Secretary read a letter from Dr. K. G. Blair calling attention to the 
Fellowship record of the Janson family. He remarked that in April, 1943, 
there had been a continuous Fellowship of 100 years, commencing with the 
election of E. W. Janson, and that the total membership had amounted to 
179 years. 


Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 


Communications were made by Dr. K. Jordan, F.R.S., and Prof. G. D. Hale 
Carpenter, abstracts of which appeared on page 14. 


In addition, Mr. C. N. Hawkins read a letter from Dr. G. V. Bull regarding 
the emergence on 27th April, 1943, in his breeding cages of a specimen of 
Minucia lunaris Schiff. which had been reared from a larva found wild in Kent 
on 28th or 29th July, 1942. 


Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter exhibited a Clearwing Moth, Melittia 
aureosquamata Wals. (Srstpak) from Tanganyika associated with a species of 
Xylocopa (Hym.), which it mimicked, this species being also mimicked by the 
Syrphid fly Protylocera (Senaspis) elliott: Aust. He also showed a Xylocopid 
(X. senior Vachal) and a Scoliid (Diels collaris race coelebs Sichel) with a very 
similar, but slightly greener, shade of brown thorax. 


Mr. L. Hugh Newman exhibited three pairs of a melanic variety of Biston 
strataria Hufn. thought to be ab. robiniaria, from Ashford, Kent.
